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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: of the reasons as of record and Kinney states 
that baffling is required to create flow turbulence In the gap between the dielectric and conductor. And baffling is defined as breaking the 
flow of by a baflfe (a device, such as plate or wall or screen, to deflect flow).
